Shut it down! 


Campus protest of killings 
and Cambodia reach SSC

The slogan is revived, “ON STRIKE 
~- SHUT IT DOWN!’ Only this time 
nobody is kidding, not after four students 
at Kent State in middle-America Ohio 
were mercilessly gunned down by National 
Guard troops 


The possibility that Sac ramento State 
will be closed as tight as a drum today 
seems very likely. Yesterday at 8 a.m 
pickets and striking students formed on 
the Esplanade to protest the Cambodian 
invasion and the killing of the four at Kent 
State. From there the movement ballooned 
into an informational, open-mike rally on 
the Quad. The rally was moderated by 
ASSSC President Steve Whitmore 


Petitions calling for the impeachment 
of President Nixon were circulating and 
seemed to be drawing favorable support 
Student leaders exhorted the crowd to 
take the protest seriously, because re- 
pression is just as bad for whites as 
for anyone else. Dr. Otto Butz, college 
president, reacted to the strike demands 
by cancelling classes in the afternoon 
on Tuesday so that a general faculty 
meeting could be held from 2:35 to 3:50. 
The meeting is to discuss SSC’s educa- 
tional activities and responsibilities in 
relation to the new direction of U.S. policy 
in Southeast Asia and of the current situ- 


ation on American college and university 
campuses. 


Whitmore said that the strike plans 
included Thursday and Friday as well as 
today. Nothing this big has happened to 
Sacramento since the October peace 
march. Nixon’s questionable decision 
seems to have triggered reaction across 
the country, the scale of the protest yet 
undetermined but mounting. What has 
been going on at Berkeley and Stanford 
now seems to have filtered its way down 
to the state college level. 


Besides the picketing and rally, 
strikers used iiterature to get the infor- 
mation to the people. 


Strike supporters passed out inferma- 
tion to students even before classes began 
Tuesday morning. AS morning classes got 
underway, leaflets and information sheets 
were being widely distributed to students 
entering class buildings. Three demands 
were listed 


1) Elimination of military recruiters 
on campus until the U.S. military 


ceases to implement criminal policies 


2) Elimination of corporate recruiters 
on campus whose policy 1s that of 
profiting from war of imperialistic 
oppression 


3) That the SSC administration recog- 
nize a four day student strike aimed 
at educating the general public and 
dramatizing very real grievances 


A statement by Otto Butz concerning 
the lowering of the flag to half mast said 


“at 8 a.m. this morning, May 5, 1970, 
1 ordered the flag to be lowered to half 
staff in mourning for the four students’ 
lives which were lost on the Kent State 
University campus and in expression of 
the need that has been so tragically 
underlined by their deaths for rationality 
on all sides as we cope with the fate of 
higher ed cation and our Country at this 
difficult time.’ 


Speakers at the rally in the Quad ex- 
pressed different feelings: 


A student affirmed his belief in non- 
violence but stated: ‘1 am at the end of 
my rope.”’ After stating his sympathy 
in those who believe in violence he stated, 
“| will not take part in it. For Christ's 
Sake, get off our backs.”” 


Bob Brace: ‘The only justification for 
the war is economic Communism 
is trying to save the people of Asia from 
U.S. aggression.” 


Another student: “‘Let’s stop the learning 
until next Friday . let’s close down 
this campus.” 


Mel Pose: “Is it revolutionary to ask 
people to stop killing? Four days isn’t 
enough. Shutting down this campus, 
period, will stop the war in Viet Nam 
and Cambodia.” 


Steve Whitmore, while asking for funds, 
“The revolution needs moncy, support 
the revolution.” 


Clark Vaylor: (a professor) “We're just 
as oppressed as anyone could be. People 
are afraid that they'll lose what they got; 
we ain't got nothing. This |s Nazi Ger- 
many!*’ 


With the flag flying at half-mast in 
honor and respect for the four dead 
students in Ohio, Sacramento State braced 
itself for what could prove to be an edu- 
cational experience far beyond normal 
classroom expectations. 
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Editorial 
Killing on Campuses 
unwarranted and unjust 


Students should not be slaughtered on their cam- 
puses. 


Not many reasonable human beings would care to 
argue this point. Yet at Kent State University in 
Ohio, four students, two of them coeds, were shot to 
death Monday as a band of National Guardsmen 
panicked and fired blindly into a crowd of students. 


Ironically, the students were part of a peace rally 
formed to demonstrate against President Nixon's 
sudden and confusing commitment to invade Cambodia, 
despite the accompanying grave risk of further en- 
trenching U.S. fighting men in Southeast Asia. 


The President, when told of the killings, said the 
shooting should convince educators and students that 
when “dissent turns to violence, it invites tragedy.”’ 
What invites tragedy is National Guardsmen on cam- 
pus. In reality the guardsmen are just members of 
another mob — except that they wear uniforms and 
carry weapons capable of total destruction. They 
are virtually untrained and undisciplined to cope 
with rock-throwing students. Their instinctive re- 
action is one of self-preservation when they feel 
cornered, as they felt they were at Kent State when 
their supply of tear gas ran out. 


Eyewitness reports revealed what happened in 
Ohio: some guardsmen fired into the air, others 
into the ground, and here is the incredible part, 
others knelt down and fired into the crowd of stu- 
dents — just like shooting fish in a barrel. 


This kind of irresponsible action by the National 
Guard should not go unnoticed. Whatever the legal 
jargon describing the guardsmen who pulled the 
triggers and felled the students in a pool of blood — 
murder, mansiaughter, etc. — these uniformed 
killers should be singled out and brought to justice. 


The killing of students on campus has got to stop 
and stop now.

Successful faculty 
student relations 


When Bernard Hyink assumes office as Sacramento State College's 
third president later this semester he will be following in a tradition 
of quiet innovation which is the envy of many other colleges in the 
United States. 

It was not surprising when Bob Donaldson gave his faculty address 
at January’s commencement ceremony that he should call to mind the 
fact thai during the last few years SSC has witnessed many changes 
without disruption or threats. It was under his chairmanship of the 
Academic Senate that the college instituted new gradimg and general 
education reforms, established the ombudsman position he now occupies, 
provided for an educational reform committee, increased student 
membership on Academic Senate committees, and sq on. 

Because of a responsive faculty always willing to listen to student 
needs, SSC has seen little evidence of a breakdown too often plaguing 
other campuses. As more than one student has noted, ‘*> failure of 
SSC’s experimenta! college can be attributed to (or blamed on) the 
innovative curriculum the faculty has been quick to provide. 

Indeed, SSC is one of the most progressive institutions of higher 
education in California! 

What is the cause for SSC’s unique position? One can always point 
to the varied makeup and background of the faculty, but certainly other 
faculties possess similar backgrounds. SSC has had an extremely 
close relationship between students and faculty, fostered in part by 
the state colleges’ small classes. 

In addition, faculty leaders have been just that: leaders. Whether 
they be the Thompsons, Butzes, Livimstons, Tools, Donaldsons, or 
Neumans, faculty leaders have always show. a concern for the needs 
of students. This concern is reflective of an overali attitude of SSC’s 
faculty, an attitude which has made SSC the unique place it is. 

In the last year under acting president Otto Butz, new gains have 
been made by students. A student was named to the SSC Foundation 
which dispenses (and receives) grants and otier funds for college re- 
search, the ASSSC President sits on Butz’s ca>inet, and students are 
often consulted on college policy. 


Faculty restrooms 


One of the first things students notice when they come to Sac State 
is that here faculty are our friends. 1 do not mean this in any maudlin 
sense but most sincerely. Here for the first time we can talk with 
someone whom we respect and not be intimidated by the system, some- 
thing quite contrary to some university campuses. Indeed, the *“faculty’’ 
on restroom doors is fast disappearing and it is sometimes difficult 
to conceive of a ‘Faculty Dining Room’’: Through the smokey haze 
the Faculty/Staff Dining Room often appears to have more students 
than faculty! 

Academic Senate Chairman Bil! Neuman has stated that he believes 
that we are all involved in the same academic endeavor and that he 
hopes we continue to work together. The Senate's Executive Committee 
has sought to draw all elements into the governance of the campus: 
Academicians, students, and staff. Indeed, the makeupof the committee 
to select a new Executive Dean of the College points to this joint under- 
taking: Representatives of the Teaching faculty, the staff, and the 
student body are on the same selection committee. There would appear 
to be no need for a Staff Senate, a Student Senate, or a Faculty Senate. 


Faculty lounge proposal 


The relationship of faculty, students, and staff leads to a proposal 
I should like to make: It seemsto me that already some of the barriers 
have disappeared which might have prevented a cooperative atmosphere. 
The fact that a strictly faculty dining room doesn’t exist, but rather is 
a place where student can meet faculty to rap about something seems 
to me to be very important. 
1 would propose that the soon-to-be-built College Union Building

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Faculty conserva 


Following is a brief report ofa 
recent survey of 60,447 college and 
university faculty members, bor- 
rowed from the weekly Chronical 
of Higher Education, April6, 1970, 
by Malcom G, Scully: 

Most faculty members take 
liberal to leftwing positions on 
matters of national and interna- 
tional policy, but become more 
conservative on matters that affect 
their own self-interest, according 
to a new survey of faculty atti- 
tudes. 

In general, the faculty members 
in the survey appear unsympathetic 
to the methods and, in some cases, 
to the goals of students protesters, 
and fear that the protests inay 
jeopardize academic freedom, 
They also reject some of the 
widely heard criticisms of higher 
education and proposals for its 
reform, and seem relatively satis- 
fied with their working conditions. 

Politically, the most liberal 
faculty members appear to be in 
the social sciences andthe human- 
ities, with more conservative opin- 
ions appearing in the natural 
sciences and professional areas, 
Those in sociology, anthropology, 
and psychology seem to be the 
most liberal, while those in en- 
gineering, business, and physical 
education seem to be more con- 
servative. 

More than 60,000 facuity mem- 
bers from all ranks and all types 
of institutions responded to the 
survey, which was taken during 
the 1968-69 academic year. 

Of the 60,447 respondents, 82 
per cent were male, and 94.4 per 
cent were white. There were 1.4 
per cent Negroes and 1.7 per cent 
Orientals. 

By rank, full professors com- 
posed 26.9 per cent of the total; 
associate professors, 22.1 per 
cent; assistant professors, 28.8 
per cent; and instructors, 13.8 
per cent, 

The survey, as yet unpublished, 
is part of a project of the Carnegie 
Commission on Higher Education, 
The results are being analyzed 
by Seymour M,. Lipset, professor 
of social relations at Harvard 
University; Martin A, Trow, pro- 
fessor of sociology at the Uni- 
versity of California at Berkeley; 
and Everett C. Ladd, associate 
professor of political science at 
the University of Connecticut. 

The American professoriate, 
Mr, Ladd said, ‘‘looks much more 
liberal than the general population 
or than cther professional groups 
on national and international con- 
siderations. But when you shift 
to questions of campus demon- 
strations or educational change, 
where they are directly involved, 
you find a very marked shift in 
orientation. 

“There is a striking and clear 
shift toward a morc conservative 
attitude where the faculty’ s imme- 
diate self-interest is involved,” 
he said. 

Among the general findings of 
the survey: 

— Nineteen per cent of the 
60,447 respondents favored imme- 
diate withdrawal from Vietnam, 
and 42.1 per cent favored the es- 
tablishment of a coalition govern- 
ment, Six per cent favored 
‘‘defeating the Communists at any 
cost’? and 29.1 per cent favored 
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‘reducing commitment but pre- 
venting a Communist takeover.’” 

—— Politicaliy, 41.5 per cent of 
the faculty members characterized 
themselves as ‘‘libera!l’’ and 5.5 
per cent as ‘‘left,’’ About 30 per 
cent said they were ‘‘middle of the 
road,’* 22.% per cent were ““mod- 
erately conservative,” and 2.2 per 
cent were “strongly conserva- 
tive.’’ 

— Just over half (50.1 per 
cent) of the faculty members voted 
for Hubert Humphrey in the 1968 
Presidential clections, and 29.8 
per cent voted for Richard Nixon, 
Only 0.8 per cent voted for George 
Wallace, and 10,5 per cent did not 
vote at all. 

—— More than half (54.1 per cent) 
disapproved of the ‘‘emergence of 
radical student activism in recent 
years,” 

— Significant numbers of fac- 
ulty members reported that they 
were apostates from their early 
religious training, While only 3.9 
per cent saidthey were raised inno 
religious faith, a total of 24.6 
per cent gave their present religion 
as ‘‘none.’ 

By disciplines, faculty mem- 
bers in the social sciences and the 
humanities took more liberal posi- 
tions than those in the natura! 
sciences or professional fields. 
In sociology, 35.3 per cent of the 
faculty members favored imme- 
diate withdrawal from Vietnam, 
while in chemistry, only 15.7 per 
cent favored withdrawal. 

Faculty members in the social 
sciences and humanities also took 
a less negative view of student 
activism, More than 60 per ‘ent 
of those in English approved of 
the emergence of radical student 


activism, while in geology, A7 ! 


per cent approved. 

Student protests occurred on the 
campuses of 66,3 per cent of the 
faculty members surveyed, Only 
15.6 per cent of all respondents 
said they approved of the demon- 
strators’ aims and methods. Ano- 


ther 18.4 per cent approved of the 
aims but not the methods, and 20.7 
per cent disapproved of the aims, 

Concerning their role in the 
protests, 0.3 per cent said they 
“helped, plan, oxganized, or lead 
them,’”’ 1.2 per cent ‘joined in 
active protest with demonstsa- 
tors,’’ and 7.7 per cent ‘openly 
supported the gozis of the protes-

tive on matters of self-interest 


ters.’’ 

The yast majority of faculty 
members said the demonstrations 
had had no effect on their re- 
search (8/.1 per cent) or on their 
teaching (75.7 per cent,) 

More than 76 per cent of the 
respondents agreed either strongly 
(47.5 per cent) or with reserva-

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Hornets sweep Gators to gain 
three-way tie for first place 


Sacramento State Coliege, play - 
ing like the defending conference 
basebali champs they are, swept 
first place San Francisco State 
College in a crucial three-game 
weekend series at Hornet Field 
while UC Davis was busy dumping 
second place Humboldt State two 
of three to send the Far Western 
Conference race into a three-way 
tie entering the final weekend of 
play. 

Dennis Cuddy’s sterling relief 
hurling and timely hitting by John 
Rice paced the Hornets to a come- 
from-behind 8-5 win on Friday 


before a five-hit performance by 
Bill Wesnousky inthe seven- inning 
opener and eleven hits by the Hor- 
nets and seven errors by San Fran- 
cisco in the nightcap provided Cal 
Boyes’ crew with the twinbill sweep 
6-1 and 13-2 the next day. 

Sac State, San Francisco State, 
and Humboldt State are all dead- 
locked at 10-5 in league with the 
Gators and Lumberjacks scheduled 
to meet in the season finale this 
weekend while the Hornets invade 
lowly Sonoma State for their last 
series of the year. 

Should the Green and Gold take 
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three from Sonoma it could well 
mean the championship with the 
Gators and Lumberjacks in posi- 
tion to knock each other off. It is 
certain that San Francisco or Hum- 
boldt will win at least twocontests 
so the Hornets will need to triumph 
twice to tie. Then again, Sac may 
need three wins if either Frisco 
or Humboldt sweep. 

In case of a tie for the FWC 
lead a three-game playoff will be 
held a week before the regional 
NCAA playoffs May 19-22 at Ren- 
free Field. 

Cuddy replacea starter Mel 
Digitale in the fifth inning of Fri- 
day's game when the Gators came- 
up with three runs to take a 5-3 
edge. Cuddy served-up a double 
play bal! to Gator rightfielder 
Benny Robinson to end the frame. 
Cutdy, who was instrumental in 
the three-game sweep, toiled 5 
2/3 shutout innings, allowing but 
four hits, two walks, while fanning

Rice, rapped three hits, 
cluding a bases loaded triple, to 
drive-in five runs His single 
tailied Terry Mayer to climax 4 
three-run Hornet first. Joe Soto 
had started the rally with a two- 
out double to leftcenter.

For the second time this season 
the Hornet track team went to the 
last race to decide the winner of 
the meet. For the second time 
this season the Hornets lost the 
last race and lost the meet. 

The Chico Wildcats edged the 
Hornets 81-73, dropping the Sac- 
ramento State record to 3-2 while 
the W''dcats kept their record 
spotless recording their seventh 
straight Far Western Conference 
victory against no defeats. 

In the deciding race the Hornets 
and Chico were even going into 
the final leg of the relay. Yet 
Mike Porter, who earlier in the 
day defeated FWC 440 champion 
Travis Parker. turned in another 
fine performance to outleg the 
Hornets Clay Wilson to the tape 
and to the meet victory. 

Yet the Hornets will still have 
a chance to defend their FWC title 
when all the FWC schools meet in 
Sonoma for the league meet May 
14-15. But Chico will be out to 
take that title from the Hornets, and 
after Saturday's meet the Hornets 
will have their work cut out for 
them to stave off the Wildcat title 
drive 

Charlie Young, top SSC sprint- 
er, had another full day at the 
winner’s circle capturing both the 
100 and 220 

Young's effort in the century 
garnished him top honors in the 
league, breaking the tape with a 
brilliant 9.5 time Young's 220 
time of 21.7 was also a very 
respectable effort as the lanky 
sprinter once again made it known 
he is going to be tough to beat at 
the league meet 

The Hornets were also well 
represented in the field events 
Dave McKenzie tallied first place 
in the shot put with a hefty throw 
of 53-8. Yet McKenzie ran into 
some trouble in the discus as the 
best he could manage was a fourth 
in the tri-meet and a third in the 
dual meet 

Ray Price was another top point 
getter for the Hornets in the field

SSC pulled a minor upset in the 
mile as Mark Norman snatched 
victory from Chico’s Flynn John- 
son, after the latter had set a 
gruling three lap pace. Yet 
Norman came on to catch and pass 
the tiring Johnson. Johnson owns 
one of the top marks in the smail 
college division for the mile with 
a 4:08.9 clocking to his credit. 

The Green and Gold had little 
consolation in winning the tri- 
angular meet with Chico and West- 
mont College of Santa Barbara as 
the dual meet competition with 
Chico was actually the goal the 
Hornets were after. Yet the Hor- 
nets will have a chance for re- 
venge at the league meet May 
14-15.

county food stamp program 


Sacramento State College stu- 
dents, are you hungry? Do you 
find yourself without funds or in- 
adequate funds to feed yourself? 
If you find that you do not have 
enough to eat for yourself or 
your family, have you considered 
applying to the Food Stamp Pro- 
gram of Sacramento County? 

Households must be approved 
by the Sacramento County Depart- 
ment of Social Welfare to receive 
food coupons. Once your hous¢- 
hold is approved, you pay for some 
food coupons and receive additiona! 
ones free. These coupons allow 
users to purchase more food for 
less money. 

Students can get credit towards 
adjusted income for enroliment 
fees, books and other schoo! sup- 
plies. 

The amount of coupons you 
purchase and the amount allocated 
free depend on your income and 
the size of your household. 

'f you are living in Sacramento 
County, have cooking facilities 
available for meal preparation, 
and your net income after agency 
adjustments is below U.S. Depart - 
ment of Agriculture standards, you 
may be eligible to participate in 
the food stamp program. 


After agency adjustments, in- 
dividual income can vary. Cash 
assets for participation must not 
exceed $1,000 for an individual 
or $1,500 for two or more. Cash 
assets would include money in 
the bank, stocks and bonds, etc. 

If you feel you want to apply 
for this program, your eligibility 
will have to be determined. You 
can help by oringing along sup- 
porting information such as wage 
stubs, social security or pension 
award letters, rent receipts or 
house mortgage payments, union 
books, bank books, savings bonds, 
etc. 

Also, if you claim any hard- 
ship expenses such as child sup- 
port or alimony payments, high 
or excessive medical bills, etc., 
bring along proof of these also. 
Hardship expenses can aid you 
in becoming eligible for food 
stamps. 

It is the responsibility of food 
stamp participants to give com-~ 
plete and accurate information to 
establish eligibility. Information 
you supply is held in confidence.

belted a fat 3-1 pitch down the 
leftfield line and into the bushes 
for a ground ruled double. Enter 
Cuddy and the end of the San Fran- 
cisco rally. 

A four-run burst by the Hornets 
in the fifth wrapped-it-up as Soto, 
who had two hits, ignited it with a 
one-out single. Rios and Mayer 
drew free tickets before Rice 
cleared the sacks with a three- 
bagger to the fence in leftcenter. 
Hornet catcher Don Graf scored 
Rice on a force-out grounder. 

Wesnousky bested Gator ace 
Bill Clark, who entered the con- 
test 4-0 with an 0.80 earned run 
average in Saturday's first game 
to up his mark to 5-4. Kt looked 
like a real pitchers duel through 
the first five and a half innings 
with the Hornets on top 2-1. 

Sac pushed single tallies in the 
third and fourth then clinched the 
game with four runs in the sixth 
Soto reached third when Gator 
thirdbaseman Pat Day, who made 
four errors onthe afternoon, over- 
threw first while fielding his 
grounder. Mayer singled to deep 
short for the third inning run 
Desi Navares’ two-out single 
plated Don Graf who had walked and 
moved to third on a single by his 
brother Jim in the Hornet fourth 

Jim Graf got things started in 
the sixth beating out a nice drag 
bunt towards first base.
